Heretofore the in- 
dividual has had no place under 
the Soviet system, The tenet 
that all men are created equal has 
been accepted with an awful 
literalness. Communiam's ideal 
man has looked very much like a 
ryubot.__ Now, however, comes com- 
promixe— one more ‘in a long 
series of compromises wherein 
Marxtsm pure and undefiled has 
made shift to get along in an 
“evil capitalistic” world, Russian 
workers, henceforth, are_to be 
phid according to the work they 
do and not according to — their 
needs, "The skilled worker is’ to 
be. paid more than the unskilled 
worknr. The’ man who is a 
a deyout Communist will “not: be 
promoted over the hend of the 
non-Communist unless he can 
show that he is actually a better 
man for the job. The factory 
manager must shaw an ability. to 
run his’ plant at a profit. All of 
which is deeply significant. The 
dead level of uniformity, aimed 
at by Communiam.is non-existent. 
Even in Russia there are men who 
nre more capable than - their 
fellows. In England there has 
been a tendency to hail Statin’s 
pronouncementa us a. tacit ad? 
mission of the failure of Com- 
munism: Probably this is . going 
farther than the facts warrant, 
What does seem to be ‘evident. 
however, is that. Communism, to 
succeed, must borrow more “and 
more from capitalistic . practice. 
It is not at all unlikely that in 
the long run. it will. borrow 40 
heavily and compromise so com:
